Robb’s career as sheriff of Polk county, the most thickly popu­ 
lated in Iowa, has been a spectacular one. On October 27, unless 
intervention is made, he or one of his deputies will be obliged to 
hang Orrie Cross, accomplice of Weeks in the slaying of Fosdick.
